A claim for 5s,. was made by Mrs. 
Margaret Mary Hore, of Church road, aaa & 
NÁ 4 against, the Workingmen’s Benefit 
Building Society, 145 Pearse street, Dubhn, 
by reason oí their alleged vunreasonable 
refusal to renew the lease of licensed 
— at 2 Castle street, Dalkey. Mr. 
lenry Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Hungerford 
(instructed by Mr. J. Hawthorne) appeared 
for the applicant, and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr, C. Casey (instructed by Mr. 
D. C. Maher) for the respondents. 

Mr. Moloney said that.in 1907 the public- 
house, 2 Castle street, Dalkey, was let for 
21 years to James McCabe, father of the 
applicant. When he died she and her 
husband, Edward. Hore, continued the busi- 
ness until the lease expired in 1928. Since 
then she had been put out of the premises 
without compensation. In February, 1927, 
she made an offer of £1,000 to the Building 
Society, who refused it as inadequate, 
although the two houses 1 and 2 Castle street 
had not fetched £1,000 when the licensed 
business was at its peak. 

The tenant next applied for a renewal of 
the lease on the same terms, but this was 
refused, and she was told to vacate the 
“gee Asked on what terms a renewal would 
e given, the Building Society demanded 
a fine of £500 and a rent of £90 a year. 
That was 50 per cent. higher than the pre- 
vious rent, while the fine of £500 would be 
equal to an extra £40 12s. a year, making 
the rent £130 12s. a year. Mrs. Hore re- 
fused these terms and also rejected the 
Society’s proposal that she should pay £2,500 
fo: their interest in the premises. 

Mrs. Hore then offered to pay a fine of 
£100 for a seven years’ lease, spend £50 on 
improvements, and pay a rent of £70 a year. 
The society replied by stating that they were 
sellmg the premises by auction. On Mrs.

Justifying Mrs. Hore’s claim for £516 com- 
pensation, counsel produced figures to show 
that the average annual purchases were 
£2,140, on which a 40 per cent. gross profit 
was calculated over a_ five-year period. 
During the same period the bank lodgments 
averaged £2,700 a year. 

Mr. P. J. Byrne, auctioneer and valuer, 
said that in 1928 he considered that the 
letting value of the premises would be £75 
per annum. A fine of £500 and a rent of 
£90 at that time would be excessive. The 
demand for £2,500 and £12 ground rent for 
respondent's interest in the premises was also 
excessive, | 

Edward Hore, husband of the applieant, 
said that he managed the business. No books 
were kept, but the net profit was about 
£400 a yeur, on which he paid income tax. 
He was not on good terms with the manage- 
ment of the Building Society because of 
some comments he had made at the annual 
meeting. | 

John Skehan, secretary of the Building 
Society, said that in 1903 his society lent 
£1,250 on Nos. 1 and 2 Castle street, and 
in 1907 the property was surrendered to 
them on consideration of the payment of 
£100. No. 1 Castle street was let to the 
Post Office originally at £26, and then at 
£32 a year, but when the lease expired, the 
rent. was increased to £48 on a five years’ 
extension of the tenancy. The Post Office 
were not asked to pay any fine.

When I went for a stroll near Stillorgan 
the other morning, writes a correspondent, 
the early autumn mist was rolling away 
from the fields and hedges, leaving in- 
numerable sparkling points of gossamer, 
the jewellery of the spider.

Cheap Pressure. 


The present state of depression makes it 
dificult for country traders to collect their 
accounts. Many, in fact, are in a dilemma, 
since they fear to press for payment lest 
their customers should take offence and 
withdraw their custom. A traveller for a 
Jarge Dublin firm tells me a story in this 
connection. His firm has a good customer 
in the country; he buys largely and pays 
promptly. Some time ago his account fell 
due, but the usual regular payment was 
The firm sent him a polite re- 
minder, but this was ignored. Later he 
further reminder that his 
account was overdue and possibly over- 
looked, but this, too, brought no reply. 
Next came a series of letters, each still 
courteous in tone,. but growing sterner in 
the requests, for payment; yet. these 
failed completely in their object. At this 
stage my friend made one of his usual 
calls. He was welcomed by the trader, 
who handed him the long-awaited cheque 
with apologies, saying: ‘‘ You remember 
those letters you sent to me? .: Well, I 
copied them as they came in and sent them 
to my troublesome customers. They 
“worked, wonders, and nearly everyone has 
paid up, but there are one or two sticking 
out yet; so if you will ask your firm to 
send me the rest of the letters, including 
one. about solicitors, I'll’ be greatly 
obliged.”’

| cerned—the Italian organ grinder and, his 


monkey. Not so many yedfs ago there 
were several here, but they seem to have 
all disappeared. The British Alien Act 
of 1912 started the decline, and Signor 
Mussolini accelerated it with his edict 
expressing the view that the migration of 
Italians to grind organs in Britain did 
not reflect credit on the Fascist régime. 
Once the barrel organ was much in de- 
mand at society. functions. The famous 
Lady Jersey installed one in her drawing- 
room at Berkeley Square. Napoleon III. 
and the Empress Eugénie gave barrel 
organ parties at the Tuileries, when the 
Emperor himself used to take his turn at 
the handle.. During the war many 
Italian itinerants returned to their native 
country, and the few who remain in Eng- 
land are, I am told, mostly peasants from 
Northern Italy, who -worked their way 
over many years ago, and are growing too 
old for the work.

ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN ON 

: REUNION. 

The Archbishop of Dublin presided at the 
annual meeting of the Irish branch of the 
Anghcan and Eastern Churches Asso¢iation 
in the Gregg Hall, Dublin, yesterday. 

His Grace congratulated. the branch on 
its work during the past year. The report 
directed their attention to the fact that at 
last the Liturgy of the Orthodox Eastern 
Church was celebrated in Dublin, and they 
appreciated the kindness of St. John’s Church, 
Sandymount, in facilitating them in the hold- 
ing of the Service. 

Referring to Eastern Church reunion, he 
said that just for the nroment the wave of 
enthusiasm in the matter was a little 
quietened down. as might be expected from 
the difficulties in the way, such as the Eastern 
Orthodox Church coming to a mind of its own 
and the: bringing of the representatives of 
various Churches together. They could not, 
therefore, expect a véry rapid advance in one 
year, and should wait for a period of, five or, 
perhaps, ten years for any definite progress. 
They all needed zeal and patience. Some of “ 
them had seen what had happened tc the 
young Patriarch. Very considerable dis- 
appointment had befallen him, and members 
of his Church and he (the Archbishop) 
thought the circumstances connected with 
what had happened had caused anyone who 
honoured the British name a blush of shame. 

The Rev, Canon Douglas, Southwark 
Cathedral, ‘proposing -the adoption cf 
the report, said he “was. pleased to 
learn of the vyisit of the Rev. TH. 
1”. Harford and Mr, Perrin to the conference. 
These young men, he said, had grasped much 
of the spint of the Orthodox Church, a 
Church which had always had the open Bible 
and believed in a personal Christ, a God-made 
Saviour. ‘They did not jocalise the presence 
of Christ in the Tabernacle or in any other 
place. As the world was. to-day, with 
atheism militant in Russia, it was a great. 
thing to find the Orthodox Church in the East 
standing firm and holding fast to their belief 
in Jesus Christ as a personal Saviour. 

The Archdeacon of Dublin seconded, and the 
report, which was submitted by the hon. 
secretary, the Rev. W. E. Vandeieur, was 
adopted.

Booklets were published yesterday setting 
out the laws governi Contract Bridge, 
Auction Bridge and i af lafond, and they 
come into operation on November 7th. 
te Laws of Contract Bridge "’ are the 
most important of the three publications. 
“ The laws,” it is stated, ‘‘ are not designed 
to prevent dishonourable practices; . conse- 

uently there are no penalties to cover inten- 
tional violations. Ostracism is the ultimate 
remed ,, Where intentional offences are re- 
TA passage in the preface reads: “ Few 
— knew how widely the English, French 
and American laws have differed: Confining 
attention to differences which could reverse 
the result of a rubber, a comparison of the 
English and American laws produces at least 
thirty-six, and a comparison of the American 
and French at least fifty, and the minor differ- 
ences are much more numerous. ”' 

It must be realised that these laws are not 
designed to prevent cheating; also that the 
penalties prescribed are not intended as 

unishments, but as a compensation to the 
injured parties for any loss incurred through 
the misdeamoutr. 

This is well demonstrated in the revoke 
penalty—described in detail later—where the 
offender suffers a loss of two tricks, but may 
still win the game should he be left with a 
sufficient number of. tricks after paying the 
penalty. Furthermore, he cannot be com- 
wn to give up any tricks actually won 

efore the offence was committed. 

The idea is that the advantage gained by a 
revoke is seldom more than a sonal of tricks. 
and that, as it is usually due to carelessness, 
the above penalty amply meets the case. 

I must say that I entirely agree. | 

Those of you who have reagryertain so-called 
‘** inspired ” forecasts as ta{the new laws will 
probably be surprised to find that the non- 
valencia penalties have not been increased 
more. They certainly are slightly higher, but 
the alterations are made with a view to 
simplifying the scoring, rather than in order 
to stop over-calling. These comparatively 
low penalties, when not vulnerable, are a pro- 
tection against the system-player. Nothing 
upsets a system more than an unconventional, 
or well-timed psychic bid. |Non-vulnerable 
bidding is the one field in which the fine, 
natural card player still finds plenty of scope 
to make the most of his ability. 

The following is a brief resume of tlie 
important changes. 


CUTTING FOR PARTNERS. 

The American system has been adopted, 
whereby precedence or choice goes to the 
drawer of the higher card, with the ace as the 
highest. If cards of equal rank are drawn, 
they rank downwards, in the order—spade, 
heart, diamond, club. The players’ with 
higher cards-are partners. 


MODE OF SCORING. 

There are five changes in the scoring. 

1. Trick Pornts—Alternate values of 20 
and 40 have been given to the odd tricks 
made in a no-trump contract—t.e., “ three 
no trumps,’’ score 100, instead of 105. The 
idea of this is again simplification, ensuring 
as it does a sero as the last figure on the 
score sheet. 4 

2. Unver-trick Pornts—When undoubled 
and not vulnerable they remain as before— 
i.e., 50. The others are evenly balanced 
and so arranged that ‘‘not vulnerable 
doubled ’’ counts the same as “ vulnerable 
undoubled.”’

REVOKE PENALTY. 

The revoke penalty is as follows :--When 
a revoke has been established the trick 
stands as played, and if attention has been 
drawn to the revoke two tricks won by the 
revoking side are transferred to the other 
side at the end of the hand. For etch 
subsequent revoke by the same side in the 
same hand which + hable 
to penalty, one trick is so transferred, - 
vided always that no transfer shall include 
any trick won before the first reyoke 
occurred, or any trick transferred from the 
other side under this law. Tricks so trans- 
ferred rank for all scoring purposes as tricks 
won in play by the side receiving them. 

There are two distinct types of revoke— 

1. Failure to play a card of the suit lead. 

2. Failure to play as requested as the result 
of having incurred a penalty. ' 

Under the new code a revoke is established 
(a) if the offender or his partner leads or. 

lays to the next trick if the revoke was made 
in playing; (b) if the offender’s partner plays 
to the trick if the revoke was made in lead- 
ing (a penalty revoke); (c) if dummy has 
intentionally rng a the opponents’ cards 
and then questions his partner. eee 

A revoke is never established (a) if it is 
in the twelfth trick; (b) if dummy having 
left the table, the opponent failed ‘to ask the 
‘declarer whether he has none; {c; if the 
offender, thinking he may have revoked, and 
whilst there is still time to correct it, asks 
permission ‘to examine the last trick and is 
refused. The fact that a question has been 
asked, or even answered, does not affect the 
establishment of a revoke. Any player other 
than dummy may ask an opponent whether 
he has revoked, and, further, may insist that 
the latter plays the correct card. 


HOW IT WORKS. 

I will now give three examples of how the 
penalty works. i 

(a) The contract is three no trumps, and 
the declarer makes nine tricks. He revokes 
before his eighth. ‘The opponents take two 
tricks, thus making him two down. 

(b) Again he makes nine tricks, but on 
this occasion revokes on the eleventh. There 
is no penalty, the tenth and eleventh tricks 
not being his. 

(c) In this case he makes ten tricks and 
revokes at the tenth. The contract was again 
three no trumps, and the opponents can, 
therefore, take one trick. phe

In future dummy is to be treated in a 
different way” Instead of being told what 
he is allowed to do, it is laid down in 
black and white what is forbidden. “ 

“The dummy may not, by act or word, 
suggest any lead, or play, or call attention 
to an opponent’s revoke, lead out of turn, 
or card exposure; or warn the declarer that 
he is about to lead from the wrong hand, or 
tell him, except in reply to question, 
which hand has thecjead. Otherwise, he: 
has all the rights of a player.” 


INSPECTING QUITTED TRICKS. 

In the new code of laws, all poirt-penalties 
are abolished, which, of course, includes the 
50 penalty for looking at the last trick, as 
laid down in the previous rules, 

‘The penalty for looking at a quitted trick 
now is that the opponent on the left may 
select the suit from which the offending sidé 
is to lead, when first it is the turn of that

OIL PORTRAITS ATTRACT 
OVERSEAS BUYERS. 


The sale of the contents of ‘‘ Charleville,’’ 
the mansion at Enniskerry of the Monck 
family, which was opened yesterday by 
Messrs. Battersby and Co., auctioneers, by 
direction of the Right Hon, Viscount Monck, 
was attended by a large crowd of buyers, 
sone of whom came from Belfast, from 
England, and one from Holland.

PAINTINGS ON VIEW. 


MR. HORSBRUGH-PORTER’S 
EXHIBITION. 


Too often artists who hold one-man shows 
think it incumbent on them to _ exhibit 
quantity without reference to quality. This. 
practice has been in marked evidence of 
recent years, even in general exhibitions. 
Wall space is covered as jf numbers mattered, 
and the Philitine is welcomed as if the artist 
doubted the elect. | 

W. E. Horsbrugh-Porter has committed 
this fault in an exhibition which he opens 
to-day at 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. The 
exhibition comprises 51 paintings. A dozen 
of them would have sufficed to state his 
merits. One alone is adequate to declare the 
artist, if visionary, a qualified practitioner in 
the art of painting his visions. 

No. 10, an impressionist reflection of a view 
of Donegal mountains, is of signal merit. 
Mr. Horsbrugh-Porter does well when he is 
in the mood. His scene must be sympathetic 
to it. In this picture there is a fine demon- 
stration of that soul sense and scenic circum- 
stances combined to awaken an impulse in 
the artist to the best exercise of lis powers. 
This picture, ‘‘ The Poison Wind,” is a har- 
mony in greys of mist and mountain merged 
with poetic simplicity. The foreground of 
dim mountain forms about a medial sweet- 
ness of soft light, béneath the gloom of ever- 
hanging cloud—a scene that must have been 
the birthplace of fairy folk. The whole pic- 
ture ‘is executed with the sjmplest of 
technique. That the artist has apparently 
used so little effort to gain the effect is a 
remarkable achievement. i 

In eontrast with this canvas is No. 29 
“ Palkey Island from Killiney Beach,’’ where 
Íree and strongly marked brush work is the 
strong feature in producing the suggestion of 
a wind-stormed sky, while the small 
figures, sympathetic in attitude to the moving 
idea, have been put in with rare surety, truth 
and economy of effort. 

“The Two ‘Sugar Loafs,”’’ No. 40, is 
another well depicted realisation of mist and 
mountain. The artist has also succeeded in 
No. 4, ' Killiney Beach,” with its silver 
mist haze. If one would accept the painter 
as a delineator it would be in portraiture.

VISITS OF METEORS. 
/ + 


From Our AsTRoNOMICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


THE PLANETS, 


Mercury is at his greatest elongation 
east of the Sun on the 14th, but will not 
be visible in the Northern Hemisphere, 
setting less than an hour after the Sun in 
our latitude. Eastern elongations of the 
interior planets are eunfavourable for 
observation. for reasons often stated here. 
Western elongations in autumn, eastern 
elongations in spring are the best for 
both Mercury and Venus for Northern 
observers~ Venus is still a bright object 
in the morning sky, rising near 3 a.m. at 
and 4.30 a.m. at the end of 
ars rises between midnight 
and 11 p.m., gaining,only about half an 
hour during November, because of his 
rapid eastward motion among the stars. 
He is gradually brightening, rising to 
rather more than normal first magnitude 
by the end of the month. His disc is still 
very small, and he is a difficult object for 
any but a very powerful telescope. 

Jupiter rises near’ 2 a.m. at the 
beginning and about ten minutes before 
midnight at the end of the month. He is, 
therefore, drawing near to Mars, and the 
two planets will be in company during the 
whole of the coming winter and spring. 
Mars passes just above Regulus on the 
lith, gand the interval between him and 
Jupiter continues to diminish till the end 
of the year, when only sixteen minutes of 
Right Ascension separate them. The 
position of the three bright planets at 
present, strung out in a line in the morn- 
ing sky, gives rise to many beautiful com- 
binations when the crescent of the waning 
Moon passes along the line. On the morn- 
ing of the 25th October, for instance, the 
Moon was between Mars and Jupiter, and 
on the following morning between Jupiter 
and Venus. 
from the other two, as she is gradua’ / 
approaching Superior Conjunction, while 

ars and Jupiter are moving towards 
Oppos.:.on. For this reason the positions 
of the two latter planets do not change 
much, both of them remaining in the con- 
stellation Leo during the rest of 1932. and 
the first three months of 1933, while Venus 
draws away into the morning twilight. 

Saturn sets soon after-9 p.m. at the 
beginning of November and before 8 p.m. 
at the end. Little opportunity is, there- 
fore, left for observing him this year. But 
for the rapidly shortening daylight he 
would long since have been out of sight,

THE MOON, 


First Quarter on the 5th at 6.50 a.m. 

Full Moon on the 13th at 7.28 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 21st at 7.58 a.m. 

New Moon on the 28th at 12.43 a.m. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 4th, with Mars on the 21st, 
with Jupiter on the 22nd and with Venus 
on the 25th. With the exception of that 
with Mars, none of these conjunctions is 
close; but in the case of Mars the ap- 
proach is .close enough to give an 
occultation visible in the Southern 
Hemisphere. There is an occultation of 
the bright star Regulus, visible at Green- 
wich, earlier on the same day. Time of 
the star’s disappearance is 7.52 a.m. It 
is, therefore, in daylight, and, being at 
the Moon’s last quarter, the disappear- 
ance takes place at the Moon’s bright 
limb. It will give the telescopist who does 
not possess the luxury of an equatorial 
mount an opportunity of finding a star in 
daylight 

On the night of the 13th, the Moon, 
then full, passes over the Pleiades, occuit- 
ing star after star in the group, between 
11.15 p.m. of the 15th and 2 a.m. of the 
14th. The Moon being full, the pheno- 


menon will be shorn of much of its glory.’

close up to the Moon’s limb. The same 
series of occultations will be again re- 
peated next month, but at a less con- 
venient hour. between 3 and 6 a.m., on 
December 11th. The Moon will then be 
two days before Full, and the disappear-

under slightly better conditions. 
THE SUN. 


At this time of year the Equation of 
Time, which is the scientific term for the 
difference of time between the Sun and the 
clock, reaches its maximum value. In the 
first week of November, Sun time, or 
apparent time, as it is called, is 16 
minutes ahead of clock time. In the 
beginning of February it is 14 minutes 
behind clock time. This is mainly due to 
the well-known fact that we are nearer 
the Sun at mid-winter than at mid- 
summer. The Earth is therefore moving 
more slowly at mid-summer, and continues 
to lose time till by NovembeF the deficit 
has reached over 16 minutes. We then 
begin to hurry up, as mid-winter ap- 
proaches, and by February the deficit is 
made up and a balance in hand of 14 
minutes accumulated. This is also the 
reason why the mornings seem to go on 
shortening for a while after mid-winter, 
while the evenings begin to lengthen some 
time before that date. What is really 
happening is that the clock is gaining 
rather rapidly on the Sun at that time. 
It may puzzle some that when the Sun is 
slowing down he gains on the clock, and 
vice versa, The reason is that the Sun’s 
apparent motion among the stars is in. the 
opposite direction to the daily motion of 
the heavens. Therefore, when he quickens 
his pace he loses time on the clock, which 
measures the daily rotation. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on the 1st, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

On the meridian are portions of Cetus 
and Eridanus and Perseus, the last nearly 
overhead. The variable star Algol, in 
Perseus, is almost due south. To the 
west are Pegasus, Andromeda and Pisces. 
Aquarius is setting. Aries has just passed 
the meridian. The eastern quarter of the 
sky is brilliant with winter constellations, 
Orion, Taurus, Auriga, Gemini and the 
two Dogs. Sirius has just risen in the 
south-east, Leo is rising north of east. 
Turning to face north, the observer will 
find Lyra and.Cygnus on his left, and the 
Great Bear on his right. Ursa Minor and 
Draco are below the Pole. " 


Bright stars in sight are Betelgeuse and 


Rigel in Orion, Sirius in Canis Major, 
Procyon in Canis Minor, Aldebaran in 
Taurus, Capella in Auriga, Castor and 
Poliux in Gemini, all in the eastern 
quarter; Vega in Lyra, and Deneb in 
Cygnus, in the north-west. The Milky 
Way spans the sky from near Sirius in the 
S.E. to Cygnus in the N.W. The great 
Nebula in Orion is a wonderful sight in 
almost any telescope, and, indeed, Orion 
repays searching with the telescope, even 
with the humble binocular.

The public’s idea of the meaning of the 
expression ' a great shower of meteors’”’ 
has been prejudiced of late years by the 
abuse of the term in applying it to the 
feeble displays which may be seen at 
almost any return of such a shgwer as the 
August Perseids, which never appear in 
real force. The Leonids in 1833 and 1866. 
and the Andromedids in 1886, were as 
thick as snowflakes in a heavy storm: 
sufficiently so to create consternation 
among the American negroes and other 
unsophisticated races. A _ really great 
meteoric shower ranks with a _ Total 
Eclipse of the Sun and an earthquake as 
a producer of consternatici. 

There is just a possibility that a great 
shower of the Leonids may come off ;on 
the 16th, or perhaps the 17th, of No- 
vember. Both the date and the hour ‘are 
more or less uncertain, also the part of 
the world which will be favoured with the 
best of the display. Also we do not know 
for certain whether this year or next is 
the best time.

fraternal co-operation for their mutual wel- 
fare. This exalting doctrine of Christ, 
though it may appear far off and is wholly 
forgotten by publicists, is a Divine root of 
far-reaching importance. ai od 

‘‘ Another nosirum sometimes propounded 
for our salvation is what its patrons call 
“Christian Socialism.’’ Now, it is well to 
remember that there can be no such thing as 
Christian Socialism. It is, as our Holy 
Father has recently stated, a contradiction 
in terms. For Socialism in its true sense 
does away with private ownership of a per- 
manent kind in auch things as land and capi- 
tal, and would make the State the mammoth 
owner of all, with the citizens of every. class 
and kind its paid servants’. That doc- 
trine has been distinctly and repeatedly con- 
demned by the Catholic Church as opposed 
to Christian Faith. There can, therefore, 
be no such thing as Christian Socialism. All 
Socialism, in the true sense, is of its very 
nature anti-Christian, being opposed to the 
Divine Order of Society, And that, per- 
haps, is the reason that, wherever it ap- 
pears, it proceeds at once to make war upon 
the idea of God, 

‘* You may possibly be tempted to imagine, 
as some people apparently do, that you 
could make the State the owner of all 
things, and at the same time give God and 
His holy religion free play in society. <A 
very few-decades would suffice to undeceive 
vou. What is builf on a rotten foundation 
will not endure.’ A very short time would 
wear off the Christian guilding from your 
social structure, and leave you only the ructy 
iron of ghas.ly Bolshevism. Apart from 
Divine revelations, experience has shown 
that a certain reasonable degree of private 
ownership in real property throughout society 
is necessary for the religious and moral wel- 
fare, as well as for the human culture cf 
man.

IMPORTANCE OF 
RESEARCH. 


APPLICATION OF 
DISCOVERIES. . 


D* JAMES BELL, M.A., T.C.D., was 


the principal guest at the Dublin 
Rotary Club luncheon in Clery’s 
restaurant yesterday. The Rev. Dr. Hanua, 
President of the Club, occupied the chair. 
Dr. Bell read,a paper on ** The Importance 
of Academic Research.” Practically every- 
thing that we used, he said, had been im- 
proved in recent years as the result of 
scientific discovery, Science began in pre- 
historic times with the unconscious observa- 
tions of primitive man-on the phenomena 
taking place ‘around him, The methods of 
physical science. remained in a crude form 
as late as the thirteenth century. Very slow 
progress was made until Roger Bacon, an 
English Franciscan friar, introduced the 
method of designing and carrying out ex- | 
Fam to test the truth of one’s theories. 
ience still continued to use his method. 
Numerous. workers in the field of science | 
gradually added to our knewledge. ‘The | 
impelling motive was mere human curiosity, | 
the desire to know what was around the | 
next corner, which everyone possessed. The | 
sum total of this work constituted the realm | 
of pure science. | 
Another group of research workers operated | 
in the industrial world: These were out to | 
improve the products of their firms, to. 
simplify methods of manufacture er to dis- | 
cover new products for which there would | 
be demand. This work formed the field of | 
applied science. 


t STORY OF GASES. 

The important point he wished to make 
was that applied science worked mainly by 
searching through. puré science for informa- 
tion which wotild help in the solution of its 
own problems. The application of a dis- 
covery was often a more difficult piece of 
work and a greater achievement than the 
actual discovery itself. Contrary to the 
beliefs of the man in the street, “ pure 
science’ was, gherefore, equally important 
with “ applied science’’ in bringing about 
tne progress we saw in everyday life. 

For example, about the year 1892, the late 
Lord Rayleigh was engaged in an accurate 
determination of the density of nitrogen gas. 
He Spr eras it from atmospheric air and 
found that one litre weighed 1.257 grams. 
He also prepared it from chemical com- | 
ounds and found that one ‘litre weighed 
291 grams. This difference, which was 
greater than experimental error would 
admit, _ puzzled Rayleigh greatly. He 
camé to the conclusion that this 
difference, though small, was due to some 
substance present in the  atnosphere 
hitherto unrecognised. A search for this 
substance led to the discovery of a new gas, 
prods cgon in minute traces. in atmospheric 
air. This gas was investigated, and found to 
be chemically inactive. Attention was next 
called to a gas given off on heating certain 
minerals, which, from its inertness. had been 
considered as nitrogen.. The question arose 
as to whether this might not also be the 
newly-disecovered gas, argon. Further in- 
vestigation was undertaken, and the uas 
under consideration was found to be neither 
argon nor nitrogen, but another ne gas, to 
which was given the name‘helium. ‘The 
existence of two inert gases led chemists to | 
believe that there might be others, -and a 
systematic search at a Paris liquid air factory 
led to the discovery: of three more—iieon, 
xenon, krypton, Five new gases were thus 
discovered, and a full examination of their 
properties carried out. ‘ 


APPLIED SCIENCE AT WORK. 

The story of the gsres did not stop at that 
point. The work was taken up by the 
applied scientists. . Electric light manufac. | 
turers were troubled by the volatilisation of 
their metal filaments in vacuum bulbs. They | 


hit on the expedient of filling their bulbs 
with inert gas, and argon was just what was | 
required. elruam was the new, safe, non- 
inflammable gas used for airships. Neon | 
emitted a red glow when subjected to an | 
electrie discharge, and -was now used exten- | 
sively in our new advertisement signs. More- 
over, the examination of liquid air led to the 
development of the vacuum flask which we 
now used on our picmics. Onegsaw, there- 
fore, how the ‘small, almost insignificant, 
difference in the density of nitrogen was 
fraught with interesting and important results 
in applied science. 

‘Dr. Bell's second example concerned 
selenium, a rare element, discovered about a 
century ago, and regarded as: of academic 
interest only. Among the properties of this 
element, it was found that its electrical 


resistance varied according to the intensity 
of hght to which it was exposed, This rela 
tio~ship was carefully examined, and the 
matter was left there by the chemists and 
physicists. At a later date, when the appli- 
cations of electricity became more extensive, 
this property. of selenium afforded a useful 
means whereby electrical currents could Le. 
operated by a beam of light. This led to 
numerous interesting applicatiens. 

i INTERESTING RESULTS. 

One of these was an ingenious device, first 
used in the Port of Dublin, by means of 
which a beam of light across the harbour,’ 
when interrupted by fog, operated a 
mechanism ich started the sirens and 
switched on the river lights. Again, the 
same princ.ple was used for the automatic 
lighting of street lamps. Perhups the most 
ingenious application of all was a new bu¢glar 
alarm. Further uses of selenium consisted in 
the automatic recording of race results. The 
automat.c control of railway systems was also 
based on this principle. The latest applica- 
tion was a device for opening garage doors. 

He often wondered what Michael Faraday’s 
friends thought of his playing with meenets ; 
yet the value of his discoveries to the British 
nation alone must be estimated in thousands 
of millions of pounds. No one could antici- 
pate when a piece of theoretical information 
might prove useful in its application. The 
advance of science was like the ascent of a | 
great mountain. The more progress was | 
made, the mere difficult became the next | 
stages. There was one great difference, how- 
ever. Science had no culm.nating peak and 
final goal. The march. of science will con- 
tinue to the end of things. 

On the motion of Mr. L. C. Blennerhassett. 
seconded by Mr. G. J. Clampett, a vote of 
thanks was passed to Dr. Bell for his interest- 
ing paper. 

' The President congratulated Mr. J. R. 
Coade on his appointment on the Civil Service

Referring to a suggestion he had made in 
‘his inaugural address, as to doing something 
for the foreigmu students who were in Dublin 
during the winter, the President thought that 
the Club should try to interest themselves in 
the foreign students. It would ‘be practical 
work of an international character, and would 
increase good-will arid good feeJing among the 
nations. He suggested that the Fraternal 
Committee, with Mr, R..H. Keatinge, should 
take the matter up.

HERRIOT’S arrival in Spain this 
4¥4e morning was cordially welcomed in 
both the Right and. Left sections of the 
Press. Spanish crowds, however, are pro- 
verbally undemonstrative, especially to 
foreigners, and, although crowds gathered 
before the station and along the route 
to the French Embassy in large numbers, 
the welcoming roar, which is so character- 
tstic of London crowds on the occasion of 
a distinguished foreigner’s visit, was not- 
ably a t. 

This should not be taken as a sign of 
coolness on the part of the Spanish people 
towards either M. Herriot personally or 
towards France.

Nevertheless, there 
are sections of public opinion in Spain, 
especially among the intelligentsia, who 
mistrust French foreign policy, and .con- 
sider that France is the main obstacle to 
the cause of disarmament.

The Times to-day in a leading article 
says:—The statement made in the House 
of Commons yesterday by Mr. McGovern, 
the I.L.P. member of Parliament who has 
been interesting himself in the unem- 
ployed marchers, has destroyed once for 
all the pretension that the marchers are a 
body of starving and desperate people, 
moved by a spontaneous sense of their 
wrongs to come to London and to seek 
redress. Mr. McGovern himself seems to 
have started with this idea, but he has 
been forced to the conclusion that the 
organisers of the movement are seeking, 
not to obtain justice, but to create dis- 
order. His idea of presenting a petition to 
Parliament on their behalf has collapsed, 
not through any opposition in the Mies 
of Commons itself—it was the Speaker who 
pointed out last week that a petition was 
the correct procedure—but because the 
leaders of the marchers have made it plain 
that they desire to menace Parliament by 
mass demonstrations rather than to con- 
vince it by argument. . The facts were, 
indeed, already sufficiently clear to almost 
every one, except Mr. McGovern himself. 
The marchers themselves have behaved in 
orderly fashion during their demonstra- 
tions, but the demonstrations and the 
presence of unwieldy crowds of foolishly- 
inquisitive sight-seers have given local 
hooligans many opportunities to provoke 
trouble. From all the facts certain 
very definite conclusions can be drawn. 
The. first is that the marchers 
themselves are the dupes of political 
propagandists who believe in violence as 
the proper instrument of policy. The 
leaders made some attempt to supply their 
dupes with weapons, but were singularly 
unsuccessful or indifferent in the matter 
of supplying them with shelter. The 
second is that, such being the proved 
nature of these marches, the general 
public has a right to demand that steps 
should be taken to prevent a repetition of 
activities which, in Sir Cyril Cobb's words, 
disturb the proper avocations of the 
ordinary citizen, and at the same time 
put upon him the financial burden of 
supplying human necessities which the 
ied 1 fail to provide for their followers. 
The third conclusion is that these par- 
ticular marchers should return home with- 
out delay, and certainly not at the public 
expense. If they have not themselves 
collected sufficient funds for the journey 
home, there is not the slightest doubt that 
those who induced them to set out. on so 
foolish an expedition have ample resources. 
These resources could not be better 
employed than in returning to their homes 
a body of porns who must themselves be 
beginning to realise that they have been 
used to create trouble for others rather 
than to win benefit for themselves,

-“ TRREDUCIBLE 
COMPONENTS” REPORT. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times’’ Corresponpent. 


GENEVA, Monday. 
The Technical Sub-Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Committee on Effectives of 
the Disarmament Conference to consider 
what police or other formations and what 
portion of naval forces should be taken 
into account in calculating the ‘‘irreducible 
components ’’ of land forces, has  com- 
pleted its report. 
Germany was uot represented on the 
Sub-Committee. 
The Sub-Committee found that the r- 
ganisation of police varied im . each 
country, and that it would be difficult 
to group them into a small number of 
clearly defined categories. 
The general conclusions are :— 
(1)—In calculating effectives, police 
forces should not be taken into account 
unless possessing one or more of the fol- 
lowing characteristics — (a) Collective 
arms: revolvers, magazine rifles, machine- 
guns, etc.; (b) training of a military 
character other than exercises in close 
fermation, physical culture or technical 
instruction in individual arms; (c) 
material for transport transmission or en- 
gineering of such a nature or of such 
quantity that the forces in question can 
be employed in units in tactical opera- 
tions. 
(2)—In principle, the fact that a force 
possesses one or more of the above char- 
acteristics would bring it in whole or iu 
part within the calculations for effectives. 
Doubtful cases should be settled by ex- 
amination of the military possibilities oí 
the forces in question in the light of the 
above characteristics, taking specifically 
into. account—-(a) Barrack accommoda- 
tion; (b) instraction in groups of 100 or 
more; (c) organisations of a military 


type; (d) previous military instruction. 


In regard to the land services of a 


navy the Sub-Committee defines them as 
comprising the services of the fleet—in- 
struction, administration, etc. The staff 
employed in these capacities, as well as 
the percentage intended for service on 
board, should be excluded from the cal- 
culations of the Committee on Effectives 
in determining the accommodation in re- 
lation to the land forces.

The joint meeting, at which the wage 
reduction agreement was to have been 
signed, and at which a nuraber of points 
isl owed from the recent negotiations were 
to have. been considered, was held at 
Manchester yesterday afternoon. Mr. F. 
W. Leggett, Minister of Labour Concilia- 
tion Officer, presided, and Mr. T. K. 
Liddell and Mr. Ryder, two other 
officials of the Ministry, were present. 

The joint meeting broke up at 4.10 p.m., 
and the following statement was given to 
the Press reporter by Mr. Liddell :— 

“ The negotiating committees met this 
afternoon, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
F. W. Leggett. The spinners’ amalgama- 
tion representatives reported the decision 
of their delegate meeting, and both 
organisations reported the decisions 
reached by their executives. The parties 
exchanged views on the situation, and 
after Mr. Leggett had interviewed both 
sides separately, the meetings terminated. 
No arrangements were made for a further 
meeting, it being recognised by both sides 
that in the immediate circumstances the 
Ministry of Labour could take no useful 
action.”’ 

It is understood that the latter part of 
this statement indicates that the Ministry 
of Labour officials will not actively inter- 
vene in the dispute until the results of 
the ballots are known.

MORE ORNAMENTS, 
FEWER SERMONS. 


BEAUTY AND ORDER IN 
WORSHIP. 


——— 


HE Rev. N. J. D. White presided at 
the annual meeting of the College 
Theological Society at Trinity College, 
Dublin, last night. There was a large 
attendance, which included the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin. 

Mr. Donald B. E. Perrin (Auditor and 
ex-Hon. Treasurem), in the course of a 
paper on “ Beauty and Order in Worship,’ 
said that the widespread decline of church 
attendance was one of the outward man!- 
festations of that world-wide relaxation 
ot faith and morals with which the Church 
was faced in these days. The common 
objections to church-going were too 
familiar to be repeated there, and, apart 
from their validity or invalidity, the fact 
remained that for large masses of people 
the public Services of the Church no 
longer served to draw them at least one 
day in seven to give glory and thanks- 
giving to God. 3 

He wanted, in all humility, to suggest 
some means by which the Church could 
regain her place as an universal house of 
prayer, and how she might in public 
worship encourage men freely to give of 
their highest thoughts. and aspirations, 
and bring their best arts and crafts into 
her ritual and ceremonial, There were 
many people who denied that the Church 
had need of these things, but they over- 
looked the fact that it was quite im- 
possible to worship without making use 
of some form of art. From the earliest 
times men found that worship could not 
be devoid of movement or dumb of speec 
It was necessary to speak, to sing, to 
move-——-all of which were forms of art, 


| which, as man progressed, he soon found 


inadequate to his growing consciousness 
unless he could nerich them with intensity 
and fervour in order to reach, through 
them, the God whom he worshipped: 


PRIMARY DUTY. 


When they recollected that man's 
primary duty in the house of God was to 
give glory and return thanks, it was most 
natural and right that the expréssidn ‘of 
his appreciation should be the best that 
was in him. The man who, in his heart, 
was most grateful to God for His goodness, 
would. most desire to respond with all his 
powers. The true worshipper would re- 
spond in the manner most natural to him, 
and, therefore, some Would express their 
sense of worship in stained glass, in altars 
and pictures, others in music, others in 
reading and speaking. He thought it

Ceremonial was the manner in which 
ritual was used, and was, therefore, the 
active expression of worship—which con- 
sisted of feeling and action. Material 
objects may, or may not, be used. If a 
man was purely spiritual, he might be 
able to worship God without the aid of 
ceremonial, but man was body as well as 
soul, and the body was the instrument of 
action. When Our Lord told the woman of 


f Samaria, ‘‘Ye worship ye know not what,”’ 


He was condemning the formality of the 
Temple worship and the ignorance of the 
Gentiles, and showing that true, genuine 
worship was the offering of self, the offer- 
ing of grateful»sons to a ‘‘ Father akin to 
them in spirit,” as Bishop Gore said. 
Ceremonies of the Church were not per- 
formed to please the eye, but because they 
meant something and were symbolical of 
truth. Worship would be futile if there 
was no God to address. 


WORSHIP. 

Worship, like the building in which it 
was held, should express something of the 
truths which it enshrouded. If the 
Church was dead to beauty, she tended to 
thwart the impulse to worship, and the 
constant repetition of prayers week after 
week would impose additional strain, since 
they would fail to express anything by 
He recognised 
that many. people could, and did, worship 


God irrespective of their surroundings ; yet 
they were still dependent upon the remain- 
ing mediums of expression, the arts of 
ritual, voice and movement, which were 


as easily debased as those of colour and 
decoration. 


There were three ways in which the 
Church drew upon the arts in connection 
with worship—(1) by the arrangement 
and actual form of its Services—the 
liturgy or ritual by means of poetry, 


prose and structure; (2) the manner in 
which she used and expressed ritual—that 


was, the active expression which they 
called ceremonial, and in this she used 
the arts of movement, music and elocu- 
tion; (3) by the architecture and 
ornamentation of the building and its 


fixtures and the vestments of those who 
ministered therein, 

Music had been, and ought to be, the 
great means by which the laity could 
participate in the Service, and the very 
fact that most congregations would always 
respond to the tunes they knew pointed to 
the necessity of educating congregations 
not only to widen their knowledge of 
hymns and chants, but to absorb good 
hymns, chants and settings, which they 
might attempt in unison without feeling 
self-conscious and foolish. 

There was an art in worship of God; 
there was a tremendous responsibility 
upon clergy to-day to recreate the spirit of 
worship, and their example would pass for 
much. The building of churches was in 
itself an act of worship. The only excuse 
for ugliness was a ‘low spiritual level ; for 
the absence of a large building fund need 
not prevent the raising of a simple, yet 
dignified, structure so long as its propor- 
tions were strictly safeguarded. _ Provided 
the church could by its fittings . and 
measurements convey to its worshippers 
the sense that it was God’s house of prayer 
and welcome, their loving care on its up- 


keep and thoughtful methods for its 
enrichment would always make man 
respond with the Psalmist—‘‘ I was glad 


when they said unto me we will go into 
the House of the Lord.’’

many years, Directly the towel was thrown 
in from Perez’s corner in the, thirteenth 
round, after the Tunisian had been punched 
around the ring and had been down for a 
count of four, the crowd of 10,000 people 
went mad. They stood up on the seats, 
throwing their hats in the air and yelling 
and shouting in their enthusiasm. 

Brown fought like a real champion. He 
never allowed himself to be rattled, picked 
his punches in the most anxious moments 
and that thirteenth round, when he smashed 
Perez round and round the ring, will never 
be forgotten. 

Lord Lonsdale, who, with Lord Tweed- 
mouth and Colonel Myddelton, occupied 
ringside seats, described it as “a very 
wonderful fight.’’ 


The referee, M. Falony, of Belgium, who | 


performed his task perfectly, said after- 
wards :—‘‘ It “was a marvellous: fight. I 
found it easy to referee, and I consider 
Brown was a clear winner.”’ 


THE FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


ROUND ONE, 

The men set to with a will, punching two- 
handed, Perez clouted Brown with a sting- 
ing left to the jaw, but the British champ:on 
came back and jolted Perez with a left. ‘‘Ihe 
referee clutch Brown’s left arm in the 
clinches, but there was no holding to speak 
of. Brown, the taller, missed with a terrific 
left swing, and Perez missed with a similar 
blow. The Tunisian bore in immediately, but 
Brown was ‘too clever for him, and pushed 
him back with a well-directed left to the 
ace, 

Both were fighting at terrific speed, and 
it was natural, perhaps, that man blows 
went astray. Perez landed with a leit to the 
face towards the end of the round, but 
Brown came back again and scored with a 
perfect right to the jaw. Perez took it un- 
flinchingly, and the round ended with the 
men exchang'ng punches in the middle of the 


ring. 
ROUND TWO, 

Brown’s. defence was very good, and 
Perez’s efforts to land to the body were 
frustrated magnificently. Brown was boxing 
very confidently. In the clinches he fully 
held his own, and his right was frequently 
finding the other's face. ‘They were two 
little tigers, and Perez darted in to land 
flush on the stomach with a swinging left 
that did not hurt. 

Brown had a slight advantage in reach, 
and he used it to good purpose. The English- 
man took a stinging right to the jaw, and 
he missed with a right uppercut before rush- 
ing in to rock Perez on his heels with a 

rfect left. The Tunisian bore in again, 
[anding two-handed on the Englishman’s 
face, but Brown punched: him off and scored 
nicely with a right to the jaw. 

ROUND THREE, 

Brown darted right across the ring, but 
Perez jumped out of danger. Perez then 
came in and landed blows at amazing speed 
to the Englishman’s face. Brown was forced 
to the ropes, but his magnificent defence 
saved him. He got out of the way of that 
flashing attack and scored with a left that 
must have hurt. Still the pace was amazing. 
Both men were boxing at a speed that must 
have been bewildering to many of the 
spectators. Both were fighting fit, and were 
proving it. Once again Perez mancuvted his 
opponent on to the ropes, and yet again 
Brown, by superb generalship, avoided 
trouble. Perez’s crouch was keeping Brown 


guessing. 
ROUND FOUR. 

Straight into a clinch they ran at the 
beginning of this round. From the break- 
away Brown leaped in, and Perez, fighting like 
a tiger, punched the Englishman away. 
Again Brown came in and landed flush on 
the jaw with a straight left. Perez returned 
full of fight to catch Brown with a left and 
right to the body and jaw, and.then followed 
a terrific melée, Perez was getting in some 
nice body blows, but he missed with a right, 
and as he came in Brown got in a perfect 
right. Only great defensive boxing on the 
part of the Tunis an saved him from heavier 
punishment. Brown was_ boxing very 
coolly. He had taken punishment, and had 
dealt out plenty of it. ' ana 

mUUND FIVE. 

Perez jumped in, only to be met with a 
left that pulled him up in his stride, Brown 
was now fighting with intensity, and he 
scored with left and right to the jaw. Perez 
backed and covered up, with the Manchester 
boy following, both hands poised for a. de- 
cisive blow. But Perez was game and fight- 
ing well. He pinned Brown on the ropes and 
sent back the Englishman’s head with a left 
and right to the jaw. They were fighting as 
if for their very lives. 

ROUND SIX. 
Brown reeled and almost lost his balance

when he missed with a left swing, but Perez 
was too slow to take advantage of the open- 
ing. Brown recovered, to chase the Tunisian 
across the ring, with a series of lefts and 
rights to the jaw that sent the holder 
staggering on the ropes. The crowd leapt 
to its feet with a roar, but Perez covered up, 
swayed, ducked and side-stepped, and lashed 
out in turn, to catch the Englishman with a 
right to the head. They mixed it with spirit 
after that, and Brown roused the crowd when 
he landed with both hands to the body, 
ROUND SEVEN, 

Perez missed with a left. to the body, and 
Brown retaliated with a scoring right to the 
stomach. There was plenty of excitement 
still, and each man was right on his toes. 
Perez leapt in, only to be straightened with 
a left to the jaw, and it was noticeable that 
in this fight, with so much at stake, every 
blow had been clearly above the belt, and 
ba majority of punching to the jaw and 
ace. 

Brown was the epitome of confidence; he 
pushed Perez aside and bore in. The English- 
man’s defence at close quarters was practi- 
cally faultless. Perez did his utmost to do 
damage on the body, but Brown was almost 
always ready for him. 

ROUND EIGHT. 

Perez was met with a right to the jaw, 
which made him wry. He was not now so 
anxious to rush in, and Brown seemed to be 
gaining confidence with every blow. He 
raised a cheer when he beat a tattoo on 
Perez's body with both hands. Perez re- 
treated and Brown caught him with a right 
to the jaw that sent the Tunisian on his 
heels. he spectators howled with delight, 
in anticipation of a knock-ont, but by a 
miracle Perez steadied himself and covered 


up. 

: ROUND NINE, 

Brown scored with a right to the face, 
and shortly afterwards Perez was warned 
by the referee for holding with his right 
hand. The battle was a smashing one, and 
Brown gave his supporters a fright when he 
lay back on the ropes, having received two 
punches to the jaw that looked as if they 
would end the fight. The Englisnman, how- 
ever, got out of the trouble, but it was Perez 
who did most of the scoring in this round. 

UND TEN. 

At the beginning of this round the referee 
refused to allow Brown to continue until his 
chief second had wiped the moisture from 
his face and chest, Perez landed to the jaw 
with three lefts. Still Brown was on his feet 
and strong. A left swing went harnilessly 
over his head. Towards the end of this 
round Brown was landing with left and right 
to the face. Only the gong saved the 
Tunisian from terrific punishment. " 

ROUND ELEVEN. 

Perez’s efforts to score to the body were 
being frustrated, most of the blows being 
taken by Brown on His arms. Brown got 
heme a right to the jaw on two occasions, 
but Perez was taking no chances, and he 
had abandoned the rushing tactics for more 
careful methods. The champion missed with 
a left, and took a richt to the bod": and when 
he was rushed to the ropes he fought back 
with ferocity. For the first time in the 
contest the referee had to order the men to 
break. 

ROUND TWELVE. 

Brown caught Perez unawares, and he sent 
him back on the ropes with a two-handed 
onslaught. - Both punched away to the body, 
and the referee warned Brown. When the 
Englishman attempted to go for the bod# 
Perez fought him off. Brown was now fight- 
ing lke a champion. He sent Perez to the 
ropes, and landed finsh on the jaw with a 
perfect right just as the gong sounded. 

ROUND THIRTEEN. 

Perez was like an eel, darting in and out, 
and Brown was finding it hard to get home. 
However, he caught Perez with a right to the 
jaw, and then, as the crowd leapt to their 
feet in sheer excitement, roaring and yelling, 
the Englishman literally walls the Tunisian 
all round the ring, smashing in Jeft and 
right to the face. 

it was an amazing scene. There was the 


crashing Perez's jaw with both hands, and 
the Tunisian staggering, dazed, about the 
ring. From one side of the ropes to the 
other Perez was fdllowed by the relentless 
Brown, who, seeing the world’s championship 
within his grasp, leapt in and spared no 
ounce of strength in subduing his game little 
cpponent.
